Edison 

awards 

It was a red-letter day for 
students of Romulus Junior 
High School last week as stu¬ 
dents walked away with five 
top awards in the Detroit Edi¬ 
son sponsored Safety Poster 
and Comic Strip Contest. 

The contest was open to 
young people throughout the 
company’s southeastern Michi¬ 
gan area and was divided into 
two categories — kindergarten 
through sixth grades and 
seventh grade through 12th. 
The younger group was asked 
to design a poster that encour¬ 
aged safe playtime activities 
around electrical installations 
or fallen and hanging wires. 

The older group was asked to 
create a comic strip, featuring 
Edison spokesperson and bas¬ 
ketball all-star Isiah Thomas. 

Pat Clark, a representative 
from Detroit Edison who pre¬ 
sented the children with their 
awards last week at Cory 
School said: “We received 
more than 2,000 entries from 
area schools in this contest, 
and as can be seen, there were 
many fine entries from 
Romulus.’’ 

All entrants were given iron- 
on transfers for T-shirts just 
for entering. 


Two Romulus men have been 
arrested and charged with 
arson in connection with a 
bomb-like explosion Dec. 16 
that leveled a brick building 
used to store fireworks. 

There were no injuries in the 
explosion, but many people in 
the surrounding area reported 
the blast “shook” their homes. 
It was heard as far away as 
Taylor and Canton Township. 

Jeffrey Allen Brown, 21, and 


Bobby James Ward, 17, have 
been arraigned in 34th District 
Court. Both were charged with 
arson. Ward also faces an addi¬ 
tional charge of breaking and 
entering. If found guilty, both 
face maximum sentences of 10 
years imprisonment. 

Federal investigators were 
called in at the time to look at 
the possibility of arson, but 
were unable to take their inves¬ 
tigation any farther, according 


to police. 

According to Romulus Det. 
Sgt. David Early, “the ATF 
(division of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms) closed their 
book on the case a while back, 
but because of an anonymous 
tip from a concerned citizen, 
we were able to keep on the 
case until things started break¬ 
ing open.” 

Allegedly, the two Romulus 
men and a third companion, a

juvenile, broke into the brick 
building by “pounding on the 
back wall” until a hole opened, 
then took out “about 10 cases of 
fireworks” before blowing up 
the building to “destroy the 
evidence,’’ according to re¬ 
ports. 

“They allegedly then turned 
the fireworks over to another 
man who in turn gave it to a 
Taylor man to sell, to dispose 
of,” said Early, adding that 
“while the two arrests have 
been made, there are other 
people we are in contact with 
who were released pending re¬ 
view by the Prosecutor’s 
Office.” 

According to reports, police 
followed a chain of events 
which led them to a home on 
Syracuse in Taylor, where they 
believed the fireworks to be 
stored. Surveillance of the 
home showed the 27-year-old 
suspect carrying objects from 
his father’s car — in which he 
arrived — to the garage. Det. 
Early stayed on surveillance, 
while a search warrant was 
obtained. 

The suspect’s father, who 
owned the home, reportedly re¬ 
fused to allow police into the 
garage, saying he “didn’t have 
a key.” After gaining entry by 
breaking the glass on a win¬ 
dow, Early and Officer Michael 
Ondejko discovered nine full 
cases of B and C class fire¬ 
works, covered by a blanket in 
the northwest corner of the 
garage. The explosives, which 
the Taylor man was allegedly 
trying to sell for $50 a case, 
were confiscated. 

Glenn Qualls, who owned the 
fireworks and is licensed by the 
federal government to have 
them, has identified the reco¬ 
vered items as his. 

Further investigations by 
Romulus Police led them to 
Brown and Ward. Brown was 
charged Thursday and released 
on $7,500 personal bond. Ward 
was arrested Friday and pled 
not guilty to both counts before 
Judge Henry Zaborowcki. Pre¬ 
liminary examination for both 
men is set for 9 a.m. Feb. 13. 
Ward is free on $5,000 personal 
bond on each count. 


woes, misuse

A task force has been set up 
to look into causes and possible 
solutions to the problems ana 
misuse of public parks in 
Romulus. 

Kennedy Park was tempor¬ 
arily closed Jan. 20 on order of 
the Romulus City Council, fol¬ 
lowing a two'-hour discussion of 
possible alternatives to stem 
the alleged underage drinking 
and drug selling there. 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
at the time referred to Ken¬ 
nedy as “Romulus’ biggest drug 
store.” 

Members of the recreation 
commission, Police Chief 
Donald Flood, Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Clerk Linda Choate, 
Mayor Pro-Tern May Ann 
Banks, council members 
Baumann and Junior Block, 
and interested citizens met 
Tuesday to discuss the problem 
which. Recreation Director Deb¬ 
bie Dick pointed out, is not li¬ 
mited to one park. 

According to Banks, who 
chaired the proceedings, many 
of the items discussed “were 
the same ones we had already 
gone over at our council meet¬ 
ings, but the input from the 
commission members and resi¬ 
dents added more light to the 
situation.” 

Items discussed for study by 
the task force included: 

• A parking area (or not); 

• Loitering in parked cars; 

• Park operation hours (poss¬ 
ibly closing at dark rather than 
10 p.m.) ; 

• Limiting use of parks to re¬ 
sidents only; 

• Stepped-up police enfor¬ 
cement; 

• The question of whether or 
not to ban alcoholic beverages 


from park areas; 

• Car stickers for Romulus 
residents; 

• Addition of police officers 
for a park (parks) patrol; 

• Traffic hazards; 

• Posting of park rules; and 

• How to control growing 
vandalisni. 

According to Banks, “it is 
apparent that a study of the 
problems, solutions and an up¬ 
dating of our park ordinances 
are needed. To expedite the 
procedures necessary for revi¬ 
sions in park policies or the 
park ordinance, I am appoint¬ 
ing a task force to finalize and 
complete details of recom¬ 
mendations to the mayor, city 
council and recreation commis¬ 
sion. 

“The task force will be 
charged to study the problems 
in our parks and to make re¬ 
commendations as proposed by 
council members, recreation 
commission members, citizens 
and other informational data 
which will be available to 
them,” Banks said. 

Recreation Director Dick 
claimed that “everything 
seems to be going along very 
good. I’m happy with the turn¬ 
out and the apparent enthu¬ 
siasm. I just hope we can re¬ 
solve this as soon as possible 
and reopen Kennedy Park.” 

In a letter to McAnally and 
members of the city council, in¬ 
cluded on the agenda Monday 
night, Dick expressed optimism 
over the meeting, but also 
stated that “the Recreation 
Commission would like to re¬ 
commend the reopening of 
Kennedy Park, but eliminate 
parking completely until the 
committee (task force) has had 
time to meet and make their 
recommendations. ’ ’

The youngest daughter, 
Lois, is a registered nurse in 
Florida. 

“She just doesn’t like the 
cold veather up here,” White 
says, “even when she comes 


to visit, she makes sure it’s in 
the summer.” 

Not content with working 
extra hours and the Chamber 
of Commerce, White seems to 
belong to (and be a past presi¬ 
dent of) every civic organiza¬ 
tion there is, but claims to 
spend most of his free time 
working “at our church, St. 
Aloysius, as does Gil Jr.” 
Whether it’s planning activi¬ 
ties or running the doughnut 
concession for the ushers af¬ 
ter Mass, White continually 
keeps busy.

There is a fine line between tragedy 
and comedy and the story unveiled 
from the Van Buren Township police 
department could have gone either 
way. 

As the parts of the jigsaw puzzle were 
put into place, one thought quickly of 
the children’s fairy tale — “Goldilocks 
and the Three Bears.” 

It didn’t end with the girl leaping out 
of the bed from this Van Buren dwell¬ 
ing, but one could visualize plainly that 
the mysterious events of last Satur¬ 
day’s intrigue just could have, if the 
police hadn’t arrived on time. 

Remember Goldilocks as you read 
on: 

“I left the front door unlocked be¬ 
cause my brother usually comes over 
on weekends,” said the woman. The 
kids were asleep in their bedroom and 
their grandmother was in another bed¬ 
room. After watching TV, I also went to 
bed. 

“In the morning, my oldest daughter, 
who’s 14, came into my room and said: 
‘Mom, there is a strange woman sleep¬ 
ing in our bedroom.’ I laughed, thinking 
the child was playing some kind of joke 
and replied: ‘Well, tell her to go 
away’.” 

But the child was serious — there was 
a stranger in the bedroom, wrapped in a 
blanket and fast asleep . . . that is . . . 
until the mother raced in and nudged 
her. 

The intruder did not try to promote 
sympathy. Her face was calm and her 
voice friendly. She had believed she 
was in the home of one of her friends. 

The uninvited guest continued to in¬ 
sist that she was “with friends” and re¬ 
fused to budge from the bedroom. The 
homeowner excused herself from the 
bedroom while her daughter calmly 
continued to chitchat with the stranger, 
and phoned for police. 

Police arrived at the scene and, after 
questioning the young lady for some 
time, escorted her to the scout car and 
drove her to the station. 

“I shudder to think what could have 
happened to us,” the mother said. “I’m 
glad it ended the way it did. I think the 
girl could have been on drugs or some- 
hing.” 

And why didn’t the children inform 
;heir mother when the intruder slipped 
into the bed ? 

“Well, because over the years I used 
to sneak into their bedroom and cuddle 
with them. And they thought that it was 
me last night.”

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‘Son of super sewer’ 

Panacea or Pandora’s Box for Wayne County? 


When the Huron Valley Wastewater 
Control System was proposed in the 
late 1970’s, it was hailed by local and 
state officials as a panacea for all the 
problems that plagued Western 
Wayne County. 

The system, then known as “Super 
Sewer”, carried a price tag of $294 
million and it was to create 5,000 new 
jobs for economically depressed 
Wayne County. 

The massive new sewer lines were 
to run from Van Buren, Romulus, 
Huron, Canton, Brownstown, 
Woodhaven: from Commerce 
Township in Oakland County, south 60 
miles along the western border of 
Wayne County to the Detroit River. 

But with the fall of President Jim¬ 
my Carter and the arrival of Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan, the new admi¬ 
nistration presented new priorities 
and financing super sewers were not 
primary objectives. 

When the U.S. officials killed $139 
million foT the Super Sewer project in 
September of 1983, most thought the 
knell had sounded for the ambitious 
project. 


However, now comes “Son of Super 
Sewer”, a scaled down project of the 
original one. 

A press release from State Senator 
William Faust’s office outlines what 
direction the new sewer project will 
take. 

“Portions of an estimated $220 mil¬ 
lion for sewer projects targeted for 
Wayne and Oakland counties head a 
list of priorities of grants for con¬ 
struction of waste treatment works 
recently submitted to the Senate by 
Department of Natural Resources 
Director Ronald Skoog,” the press re¬ 
lease states. 

Faust said the number one project 
on the list, known as “Son of Super 
Sewer,” will be the second phase 
grant or project for the construction 
of an interceptor from Brownstown 
Township to the City of Flat Rock and 
the site of the new Mazda Plant. 

The construction project first phase 
grant, already received by Wayne 
County, includes a new wastewater 
treatment facility for Brownstown 
Township and would serve, in addi¬ 
tion, the communities of Gibraltar. 


Woodhaven, Flat Rock and surround¬ 
ing communities in the Huron Valley 
South system. 

“The Legislature may review the 
project list and approve or reject the 
list within 45 days,” Senator FauSt 
said. “If no action is taken, the priori¬ 
ties are approved automatically,” he 
added. 

Another portion of “Super Sewer,” 
Huron Valley North, is ranked third 
on the list and would serve the north¬ 
ern part of the valley. The sewage 
would be pumped through this system 
to the treatment plant in the City of 
Detroit. 

Communities served by this portion 
of the system include Van Buren 
Township, Wixom, Northville 
Township, Novi, Canton Township, 
Plymouth Township and Commerce 
Township. 

Sewer lines would cross the com¬ 
munities of Westland, Livonia, Gar¬ 
den City, Dearborn Heights and Red- 
ford Township, allowing them to tap 
into the system thus alleviating some 
of their sewage and pollution prob¬ 
lems. 


“The pollution problems of this area 
of Michigan are ageless,” Faust said. 
“A concerned effort has been under¬ 
way for the past 20 years to improve 
the conditions here and clean up the 
Detroit River and Lake Erie. The in¬ 
creased sewage capacity, brought by 
the proposed projects, should foster 
commercial and industrial develop¬ 
ment in these communities, which has 
been stymied in the past.” 

Faust said a DNR award for the 
number one priority appeared certain 
and approval for the number three 
project looked good. 

Other Wayne County projects in¬ 
cluded in the list of 170 projects are: 
the Rouge Valley combined sewer 
overflow controls (No. 12); sewer 
separation for River Rouge (No. 63); 
upgrading of the treatment plant at 
Wyandotte (No. 77) and local im¬ 
provements for the Huron Valley 
South communities (No. 86). 

Senator Faust encouraged anyone 
interested in commenting on these 
priorities, or receiving a complete 
list, to contact his office.

“There was 
some quarreling, and possibly some slight 
shoving, but no one was hurt,” said Police 
Chief Dockter. “The witnesses are kind of 
vague on what really transpired between 
the two. 

“However, Zimmer will be suspended for 
three days and I believe they both deserve 
equal three-day suspensions.”

The State House of Representatives 
apparently has come to its collective senses 
on the issue of mandatory seat belt legisla¬ 
tion. 

A bill to require the use of seat belts in 
automobiles passed the Senate last year only 
to fall short of approval in the House. Similar 
legislation has been ratified again by the 
Senate and now is expected to gain House 
support this week. 

This legislation will force motorists to 
buckle up starting July 1 or face a $10 fine 
although no points would be assessed for 
non-compliance. The purpose of the law is to 
help protect car drivers and front seat pas¬ 
sengers from the hazards of the road. In 
many cases it’s simply a matter of survival. 

We have endorsed a mandatory seat belt 
law as a means of inducing persons to act in a 
manner that, in effect, suits their best in¬ 
terests. Based on available statistics, usage 
of seat belts does reduce the number of 
deaths and injuries in automobile accidents. 

In the United Kingdom, for instance, a 
study shows that nine of 10 Britons use seat 
restraints and serious and fatal casualties 
have dropped by 25 percent since a manda¬ 
tory seat belt law was enacted in 1983. An 
analysis of 17 seat-belt-wearing countries by 
the U.S. Department of Transportation re¬ 
veals that mandatory use laws has raised 
average usage of seat belts from 23 percent 
to 66 percent. 

Despite the overwhelming evidence in 
favor of seat belt usage, only three states — 
New York, New Jersey and Illinois — re¬ 


quire motorists to buckle up. Freedom-of- 
choice advocates persist in the persuasive 
argument that vehicle operators and their 
passengers have the right to decide for 
themselves whether to employ the restraints 
now found in nearly every car and truck in 
operation worldwide. 

Generally we frown on direct government 
intervention; however, in the case of seat 
belts we are convinced that the issue re¬ 
mains one of public safety rather than in¬ 
fringement on freedom. 

Usage of seat belts will save lives in Michi¬ 
gan. It will prevent serious injuries in 
numerous crashes. 

That is the bottom line. State lawmakers 
apparently have come to a similar conclu¬ 
sion and taken a positive step towards pro¬ 
moting automotive safety. 

Abortion vote 

The State House has voted 77-32 to ban the 
use of state funds to finance abortions for the 
poor. Last month the State Senate passed a 
similar bill to stop Medicaid financed abor¬ 
tions.

I want to write a note that will 
be an account of a good news

Even be¬ 
fore I can get out he is already 
there, clearing away the pre¬ 
cipitation and putting all in tip¬ 
top order. 

During the grass cutting sea¬ 
son, he is always giving me an 
assist, if not with the cutting, 
then with the trimming and man¬ 
icuring along the sidewalk. 

Often he encourages me to go 
fishing with him during the sum¬ 
mer. He gives me every assist, 
getting me to the fishing site, 
moving the tackle, helping me in 
and out of the boat, which means 
he does a lot more for me than is 
ordinarily called for, since I am 
somewhat incapacitated with a 
stroke. We always have a great 
time, whether we make a catch 
or not. 

Continually he is working on 
some project, either at home, 
where he has become quite a 
woodworking artisan, or for 
some relative or friend. And, he 
still finds time to help with the 
maintenance of his church and 
serve on its board of administra¬ 
tion. 

It is my feeling that this is a 
noteworthy story and is written 
to at least express my sincere 
thanks and appreciation to a fine 
and outstanding neighbor, Roy 
Lyons, a good citizen of Wayne.

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Statisticians and psychologists call them 
“pretenders.” Statistics regarding a study 
done of them recenlty caught my eye. This 
survey concluded that there are many 
among us who are attempting to “fake it.” 
They find themselves, for all manner of 
reason, in a role in which they do not visual¬ 
ize themselves. 

These pretenders feel that they would 
rather be somewhere else, doing something 
else, no doubt with someone else. They look 
at themselves, according to the psycholog¬ 
ists, as imposters, living a life or earning a 
living on false pretenses. They do not see 
themselves as competent or successful. 

Quite often, a chosen career proves to be 
something other than what had been 
imagined at the point of decision making. 
Does this mean these are bad people? Cer¬ 
tainly not for being human and making an 
incorrect decision. Certainly not for being 
unable to adjust to certain realities that they 
did not or could not foresee. In short, these 
are people who do not see themselves as the 
person they’re supposed to be. 

Only when they cannot, and will not, inter¬ 
nalize the goals, expectations and require¬ 
ments of their career role, yet continue to 
pretend, are these people of questionable 
character. 

We all have doubts periodically about 
whether we’re cut out for our chosen profes¬ 
sion, but this syndrome is something else. A 
doctor who hates people and can’t stand the 
sight of blood is misplaced. An accountant 
who hates details and isn’t good with num¬ 
bers should accept the realities of his situa¬ 
tion and seek change. 

Change is never easy. I was fortunate 
enough to hear Dr. Kenneth Blanchard, the 
author of “The One Minute Manager ” speak 
last week in Detroit. Blanchard pointed out 
in his remarks that the first order of business 


in seeking order is disorder. It’s like starting 
to work on a jigsaw puzzle — first you dump 
out all the pieces where you can see them, 
and then you work toward order. 

Blanchard wasn’t the only expert on be¬ 
havior I met recently. I’ve learned a great 
deal about human behavior by participating 
in and observing a brilliant dog trainer 
named Dan Morris at work. Dan has shown 
me a great deal about “pretenders” and 
“imposters.” He calls them fakers. The pa¬ 
rallel between human behavior and canine 
behavior is uncanny. 

When Dan’s four-legged students don’t 
want to comply with his requirements, like 
lying down, sitting or staying in place on 
command, they perform all manner of 
stunts to avoid compliance. They are ex¬ 
perts at eliciting sympathy for their cause. 
They use guilt, frustration, fear — they will 
growl, bark and pull and strain at the lead. 
When the choke chain is applied, they will 
cough, choke, gag and regurgitate, all the 
time whining and crying for the loving con- 
ern and sympathy of the owner. “How can 
you do this to me?” they pantomime, using 
eyes, tongue and body. “Aren’t we best 
friends?” 

Dan is quick to point out to worried own¬ 
ers, “They’re all actors. All that action to 
keep from doing what you want them to do 
only proves that they are intelligent enough 
to learn to do it.” 

People, like Dan’s dogs, like to pretend 
that what is so is not so. They often work to 
demonstrate to any casual observer that 
they are okay — it’s everyone else or the 
situation that is wrong or inappropriate. 
“How dare you attempt to make me do what 
I’m supposed to do!” 

If one does not see himself in the role he is 
expected to perform, when he finds he is lit-

A familiar sight

Eighteen state, county and city representatives 
gathered this week in Westland, all with the same 
Uiough in mind. .. prisons. However, some of those 
present at the meeting found the receptiveness of 
locating a temporary prison in N Building at the 
former Wayne County General Hospital-Eloise less 
than palatable. 

The meeting was called by State Rep. Justine 
Barns (D-Westland) to find out what is planned by 
the state for the building, situated north of the Rouge 
River on county property and adjacent to the 
Reuther Psychiatric Hospital and the Westland 
Medical Center. 

The issue of locating a prison in the community 
surfaced last month, and much to the surprise of 
Westland officials at this week’s meeting, the idea of 
using the vacant building as a temporary site was 
not broached by the state, but rather by Wayne 
County. 

The proposal has wrankled Westland officials,, 
who last year took the county to court to have the 
temporary jail annex closed in M Building because 
of the threat to lives due to unsafe conditions in and 
around the building. That annex was opened in 1977 
to handle excess county jail prisoners on a tempor¬ 
ary basis, but was not closed until August of 1984, 
when the new county jail was opened.

“We went through all this trouble with county last 
year to close down an unsafe situation, and they 
didn’t even have the courtesy to tell us about it,’’ 
commented Westland City Council President 
Charles Griffin following the meeting. “I know 
why ... because we would have been opposed to it.’’ 

The plan is for the state to lease half of the sprawl¬ 
ing N Building as a medium security prison, housing 
up to 500 prisoners. The remainder of the facility 
would be used by the county to house between 300 
and 400 misdemeanor prisoners. 

According to representatives of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections, who were present at the meet¬ 
ing, some $500,000 has been earmarked to convert 
the building to a prison, but according to Marv 
Stone of the Westland Fire Department that amount 
wouldn’t even cover the installation of sprinkler sys¬ 
tem in the structure. 

“ It’s my understanding that state statute requires 
that a vacant building must be brought up to code 
before it can be used again,’’ he explained. “The 
state , however , says that since the building was used 
for institutional care and that the state will use it for 
institutional care, there won’t be any change in the 
usage, so the sprinklers aren’t necessary. 

“They don’t want to put sprinklers in that build¬ 
ing, but the new animal shelter that’s being built (in 
Westland) , which is owned by the state, will have a 
sprinkler system.” 
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According to the state plan, N Building will be 
used as a temporary prison until Jan. 1,1987, enough 
time for the state to construct the new prisons 
needed to handle the state’s prisoner population and 
impede the use of the Emergency Prison Act, which 
permits the early release of inmates, if overcrowing 
occurs. 

Barns agrees that new prisons are needed, but 
questions the wisdom of locating a temporary facil¬ 
ity on the grounds of the county hospital, just south of 
property County Executive William Lucas has

offered free to the General Motors Corporation for 
its Saturn plant. 

“We have to consider the impact on the commun¬ 
ity,” Barns said. “Consider the offer to have Saturn 
come in south of Michigan Avenue. Would GM even 
consider coming in with a prison across the street? I 
doubt it.” 

But it’s the security of the prisoners, their guards 
and residents of the area that is of prime concern to 
local officials . The lawsuit last year had maintained 


that underground tunnels surrounding M building 
had deteriorated to the point that a large fire rig 
might not be able to traverse them in the case of 
fire. 

That is a part of the concern about the prison, but 
also the state’s proposal to fence off half of the build¬ 
ing which would connect to exterior fencing set back 
10 feet from the hospital property’s fencing. The 
fence would be 12 feet high with concertina wire at 
the top to discourage escapes. 

“We’re concerned about the life safety of the peo¬ 
ple in that building.” Stone pointed out. “The state 
has indicated that there won’t be a need for addition¬ 
al fire personnel, but that site will have from 500 to 
900 prisoners.” 

The officials also are concerned about the word 
temporary. The jail annex was to have been tem¬ 
porary, but it took a lawsuit seven years after it was 
open to get an agreement on when it would be closed. 

“We all know that temporary can very easily be¬ 
come permanent,” Griffin said. 

The officials would like to have input on the lease, 
according to Griffin, and believe that they will have 
that input, if the county does not agree to an “open 
ended lease.” 

Barns pointed out that her office will serve as a 
conduit of information on the proposal and that the 
’ representatives will meet again in hopes to resolv¬ 
ing the problems surrounding the proposed prison 
site. 

She admits, though, that being able to stave off its 
Icoation in N Building may be unlikely, considering 
that “109 representatives want it in Westland and 37 
senators want it in Westland.”

Stamps go 
up 2 cents 

An adequate supply 
of “D” stamps and 
other nondenomin- 
ated items is avail¬ 
able at the Wayne/ 
Westland and Canton 
Post Offices to help 
customers make a 
smooth transition af¬ 
ter the Feb. 17 postal 
rate change. 

Postmaster Wil¬ 
liam Stottlemyer said 
that the nondemin- 
ated “D” stamps in 
sheet, coil and booklet 
formats represent the 
new 22-cent first- 
class rate. There are 
also nondenominated 
postal cards and plen¬ 
ty of two-cent stamps 
that, when added to 
20-cent stamps, make 
up the new first-class 
letter rate. 

“Nobody likes to 
see higher postal 
rates, but this in¬ 
crease is moderate 
and justified,” Post¬ 
master Stottlemyer 
said. “Since the last 
increase in Novem¬ 
ber 1981, the cost of 
living in the United 
States, as measured 
by the consumer 
price index, has gone 
up almost 13 percent. 

“The nondenomin¬ 
ated items are avail¬ 
able because we esti¬ 
mate that stamp in¬ 
ventories in post 
offices at present will 
fall shot of public de¬ 
mand and, we want to 
avoid customer in¬ 
convenience.” 

Commemorative 
stamps, beginning 
with the Jerome Kern 
stamp, are expected 
to replace the “D” 
stamps by the end of 
March.

Wayne suffers its first cage ioss of season 




It wasn’t to be 

One victory away from a record-shattering 15-consecutive wins, 
Wayne Memorial cage coach Chuck Henry looks on as his Zebras 
fall apart against Ann Arbor Huron last Tuesday. Despite the loss, 
Wayne’s 14 successive wins is the best in the area. Wayne re¬ 
mains undefeated in the Wolverine “A” Conference where the 
Zebras are one-victory shy of the championship. 


Can anything positive come 
from a loss? 

Yes, according to Wayne bas¬ 
ketball coach Chuck Henry. If 
he’s right, the Zebras’ first set¬ 
back of the season last week at 
the hands of Ann Arbor Huron 
will prove to be a learning ex¬ 
perience.

Despite the non-league loss 
the Zebras maintain a two- 
game edge in the Wolverine A 
Conference standings following 
a 70-56 victory over Trenton 
last Friday.

Sparked by Pollis Robertson, 
who led all scorers with 20 
points, the Zebras kept their 
momentum in the second half 
as they outscored Trenton, 20- 
10, in the third Iperiod and 22-18 
in the final stanza. 

“I guess reality set in,” said 
Chuck Henry in explaining the 
second-quarter turnaround. 
“They knew that the game was 
on the line.” 

Robertson,.headed to the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin on a bas¬ 
ketball scholarship, hauled 
down 14 rebounds and team¬ 


mate Howard Flowers added 18 
points. The Zebras canned 28 of 
60 shots from the floor and 14 
of 16 free-throw attempts. 

Earlier in the week the Zeb¬ 
ras saw their 14-game winning 
streak and dreams of an unde¬ 
feated season thwarted by 
Huron, which jumped into a 20- 
9 lead after one quarter and 
never looked back. Huron out- 
scored Wayne, 60-38, through 
three periods, much to the de¬ 
light of the partisan crowd.

Rematch: Inkster vs. Robichaud

Title-bound Inkster tuned up for its 
rematch with archrival. Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud, last week with 
convincing victories over defending 
Suburban Athletic conference 
champ. Highland Park, and state- 
ranked Pontiac Northern. 

The two victories lifted Coach 
George Thompson’s Vikings to an 
impeccable 6-0 record in the SAC 
and a 12-1 over-all record. But Inks¬ 
ter is “far from clinching the title,” 
warns the veteran Inkster coach. 

“Anything can happen in this 
league,” Thompson said. “And 
Robichaud is still within reach of us. 
If they knock us off Friday night, 
then it’s a wide open race again.” 

Thompson figures that his team 
must stop Robichaud’s Jarvis Wal¬ 
ker and Omar Galbraith and must 
also hold the turnovers to a mini¬ 
mum in order to get past the Bull¬ 
dogs for a second time this year. 
The Vikings will have the homecourt 


advantage. 

As for the first game where some 
2,000 fans showed up to watch the 
classic, persons attending Friday 
night’s rematch are urged to get to 
the school early. Late arrivals may 
find the doors closed. 

Inkster put Highland Park away 
early as the Vikings jumped to an 18-8 
first period lead and never looked 
back. With all-state candidate Sherard 
Lloyd connecting on 10 of his team’s 
first 12 points and William Springer 
and Anthony White joining in, Inkster 
never appeared to be challenged by 
the Polar Bears who trailed at half¬ 
time 33-24. Inkster outscored their 
visitors 25-11 in the final frame. 

Lloyd finished with a game high 22 
points and played a solid defensive 
game. Springer had one less (21) 
than the high scorer while White 
checked in with 17 for the Vikings 
who also sank 23 of 32 free throws. 

Antoine Madison led the Bears 
with 16 and Doug Butler had 15. 


“Obviously I was pleased with the 
outcome of this game,” Thompson 
said, “and the first period was the 
difference.” 

Pontiac Northern, however, shot it 
out with the Vikings before losing an 
85-77 decision. Backed by balanced 
scoring, Inkster led 20-16 after the 
first period but fell behind 41-38 at 
the halfway mark before Springer 
and Shaun Lloyd led a comeback in 
the third period that lifted the Vik¬ 
ings to a 60-52 advantage.

Tigers capture league title; undefeated in dual meet competition 


Belleville, the defending 
champ, picked up seven out of 
a possible 13 gold medals en 
route to its second straight 
Wolverine “A” Conference 
wrestling championship on 
Saturday. 

Coach Gerald Malecek’s Ti¬ 
gers, boasting a perfect 12-0 
dual meet record, garnered 207 
points, beating out its closest 
rival Wayne Memorial by more 
than 50 points.

However, wrestlers who wish 
to advance to the regionals to 
be held the following Saturday at 
Walled Lake must finish among 
the top four in their respective 
weight classes. 

Belleville’s 12-0 record also 


established a new mark for the 
Tigers whose previous best was 
12-0-1 won-lost-tied in 1981. 

James Bishar got the Tigers 
off on the winning track when 
he claimed a gold in the 98- 
pound class after defeating 
Trenton’s Dan Demick. 

The champs followed with 
victories in the 105-pound class 
as Bruce Nigg pinned Dave 
Barker of Wayne Memorial in 
1:18; and 112-pounder, John 
Ritchey won via a fall over 
Monroe’s Bourbine.in 2:32.

Rockets are back on winning track

Back in the early 
1960’s, there was a 
television program 
called “That Was the 
Week That Was.’’ 

For Ron Taig and 
his Westland John 
Glenn teammates, 
the week of February 
4-8 was the week that 
was as they defeat¬ 
ed a highly-touted 
Farmington Harrison 
team (featuring foot¬ 
ball all-stater John 
Miller) and league 
rival Livonia Frank- 
Un. 

The two wins raised 
their overall record to 
8-7, but more impor¬ 
tantly, improved 
their league record to 


5-2. The victory over 
Franklin kept them 
one game behind 
Northwest Suburban 
League rival Garden 
City (6-1). 

It was, as coach 
Gordie Davis put it, a 
week that “everyone 
contributed and it 
showed in the ba¬ 
lanced scoring.” 

Perhaps the biggest 
contribution came 
from senior forward 
Ron Taig (6-2, 170) 
who led the way with 
37 points and 29 re¬ 
bounds. 

“He’s been doing a 
super job,” said 
Davis. “He got confi¬ 
dent and his shooting 
came along.” 

Which is to say the 
least. Taig had one 


observer at the 
Franklin game talk¬ 
ing to himself as he 
went to the free throw 
line six times in the 
second period and 
canned five of them. 

Said the observer, 
“That’s one guy you 
don’t want on the line 
tonight.” 

Or Tuesday night, 
either, as Harrison 
took the wrath of the 
Rockets following the 
previous Friday 
night’s loss to North 
Farmington. 

After falling be¬ 
hind, 15-12, in the first 
quarter, the Rockets 
went on a 26-11 tear to 
grab a 38-26 halftime 
lead. The run was led 
by senior guard Phil 
Koeller, a noted 


Hawk killer, with 6 
points. Last year, 
while on JV, he hit a 
shot with three 
seconds left to beat 
Harrison. Dave Jen¬ 
sen came off the 
bench to add six and 
Taig began his domi¬ 
nance with a shot at 
the halftime buzzer. 

Glenn kept wide¬ 
ning the lead in the 
third quarter, despite 
a 21-point binge by the 
Hawks. Taig led the 
way with 8 points as 
he built his game-high 
total to 18 points, a 
career-high (at least 
for 48 hours). 

Davis emptied his 
bench in the fourth 
period and the Rock¬ 
ets iced the game with 
17 points, including 


two from Mark Phil¬ 
lips, his first of the 
season. 

Two nights later, 
the Rockets found 
themselves at Livo¬ 
nia Franklin for an 
important league 
game. 

“It was a must 
game,” said Davis. 
‘‘Franklin always 
scares us. They come 
to play.” 

So did Glenn as they 
opened a 16-11 lead af¬ 
ter one quarter. What 
was more incredible 
was that they did it 
without the scoring of 
Mike Baydarian, 
their leading scorer. 

But Baydarian does 
more than just score. 
“He did a great job of 
getting the ball to the 


open man , ” said 
Davis. 

What also helped 
Glenn was the foul 
trouble of Franklin’s 
6-3 center Jeff 
McCaw, who picked 
up three quick ones 
in the first quarter. 

Franklin came 
back to take the lead 
at 23-22 at the 3:23 
mark when Tim 
McGillivary hit a lay¬ 
up. The 6-2 forward 
led all scorers with 23. 

But the Rockets 
didn’t panic. Bayda¬ 
rian hit two free 
throws with 29 
seconds left to cut the 
lead to 30-29, then 
Winfrey hit a shot 
with two seconds left 
to give them a 31-30 
lead, one they would 


not relinquish. 

Taig made it 36-30 
and the Rockets 
broke loose.

How many times have you stepped up in the 9th or lOth frame, 
with the game within a mark or two, and thought about a strike or 
even a spare might make the difference between winning or losing ? 

Or let’s take it a little further: That strike or spare makes the 
difference between hitting a new all-time high or falling just short? 

The mind starts working a little faster. Maybe a little muscle 
twitch starts and the nerves let you know that you are a human 
being after all. 

Here you are a mature adult and nervous about throwing a bowl¬ 
ing ball at a few pins 60 feet down the alley. 

You’re not alone either. If you watched the PB A Tour recently you 
saw Marshall Holman and Mike Durbin, both tested professionals, 
throw a string of strikes, nine-in-a-row and then tighten up just a 
touch and miss that special high mark — the 300 Game — and on 
national television. 

Can you then imagine what it was like for a couple of our youngs¬ 
ters recently? Take 17-year-old Alan Wasinski of Westland. Rolling 
at Oak Lanes, Alan started with a spare then strung 11 strikes in a 
row for a 290 game. Even though the pressure of a perfect game 
wasn’t there the knees just had to be knocking. And they weren’t 
knocking so much that he couldn’t continue throwing strikes for 
another 200-plus game and a 656 series. 

Then, there’s Nelson Kluska, a 15-year-old student at John Glenn 
High School. Rolling in a school league at Westland Bowl, Nelson 
not only set some new highs for himself he also put some new marks 
in the school record books. He didn’t have the luxury of taking a 
little pressure off by starting with a spare. He started out putting 
one strike after another on the sheet. Kept right on going through 


the 8th and 9th frame and into the 10th. Strike number 10 and then 11 
became history. How this 15-year-old could even stand up for ball 
number 12 I will never know. I don’t think I could. 

Luck wasn’t with this youngster, though, this time around and he 
had to be satisfied with a 296 game and a 680 series. 

But showing the maturity he did I’m sure he will experience that 
special exhiliration of a perfect game before too long. 

Now we come to Rick Przytulski. 

Rick isn’t a teen-ager like Alan or Nelson and even though he may 
be in the same age bracket as Holman and Durbin he definitely 
doesn’t make a living with bowling. What Rick did was to realize the 
pressure of stringing strikes together and not let it bother him too 
much. I was lucky enough to see the last three and they looked like 
triplets going into the 1-3 pocket. Yes — they were all strikes and 
Rick also realized the exhiliration of achieving the perfection of a 
perfect game. It turns out that this is not only Rick’s first 300 game 
but also the first for the season in the Westland Mixed Classic 
(where Rick is carrying a 193 average) as well as the first for 
Westland Bowl this year, making it a little more memorable for a lot 
of people. 

Tom Brudzinski is another man who chalked up a spot in the 
record books when he rolled a 300 game for a 731 series in the Super 
Bowl Classic. Other top shooters at Super Bowl included Bob For¬ 
sythe with a 770 total; Chris Tilli at 750; Mike Rossenbeck had 749; 
Mike Torchia with a hot streak for 729 and 708; Larry Hubert 725;

Carol Elliott and her husband 
Walter are the proprietors of 
what is one of two Slimmery 
franchises in the state. The Slim¬ 
mery got its start in St. Louis, 
Missouri, in 1974 with one store. 
That number has grown to five, 
and it now has franchises in 14 
states. 

Many of the foods that are 
available at the Elliotts’ store 
are shipped in frozen from the 
main manufacturing plant in St. 
Louis, with Carol whipping up 
the various confections in the 
backroom for sale to eat there or 
carry out. 

“Weighing is very important,’’ 
she explained, “.. .weighing and 
equating them to weight reduc¬ 
tion club programs.’’ 

The most popular item is the 
mousse, that comes in several 
flavors and has only 80 calories 
— the equivalent of a glass of 
skim milk — per serving. 

Two french cream rolls have 
just 158 calories — equal to an 
egg and a glass of skim milk. 

Carol discovered Slimmery 
products several years ago, 
while a Weight Watchers mem¬ 
ber. She tried the frozen dessert, 
an equivalent to ice cream with¬ 


out the butter fat, and it was liter¬ 
ally love at first bite. 

When her husband, a mason, 
faced a slowdown in work two 
years ago, they explored the pos¬ 
sibility of opening a business and 
settled on The Slimmery. 
Although the couple had hoped to 
open the franchise closer to their 
Ann Arbor home, they found the 
area did not meet the firm’s spe¬ 
cifications for income level and 
number of residents to make it 
profitable. 

The Livonia shop was the next 
choice, in part because of the 
location of a Slimmery there at 
one time. 

The shop not only specializes in 
pastries, it also has frozen en¬ 
trees ranging from pizza rolls, 
crabmeat spinach quiche and 
Chinese chicken subgum to 
soups and salad dressings. 

“The wonderful thing about it 
is that they’re all low in calor¬ 
ies,’’ Carol pointed out, noting 
that they taste good. For the 
birthday person whose counting 
calories, there’s even decorated 
cakes, which the Elliotts’ daugh¬ 
ter, who works at the shop part- 
time, decorates on request. 

The cake batter, according to 
Carol, includes an egg and milk 
and just enought flour to equal a 
quarter of a slice of bread. It is 
sweetened with sacharin. 

While entrees are available at 
the shop, Carol doesn’t offer 
them as part of the menu, since 
she lacks appropriate side dis¬ 
hes. There’s also Rosen’s bread, 
with just 39 caliries per slice, in 
rye, caraway rye, pumpernickel 
and black. 

Another feature is tofutti, a 
frozen dessert concocted from 
tofu, a soybean byproduct, that 
meets the sweet cravings of per¬ 


sons who are allergic to milk or 
are on cholesterol free diets. 

“A lot of people have the idea 
that tofu is this flavorless looking 
stuff, but I tried the tofutti and I 
was amazed. It really tasted 
good,’’ she noted. A four-ounce 
serving has just 128 calories. 

Carol enjoys her work at the 
shop. It’s her first work outside 
of her home, and she has found 
that it isn’t a hard business to 
operate and that she enjoys the 
people she comes in contact with, 
many on a daily basis. 

“It gets so that everybody who 
comes in is a friend,’’ she added. 

With 80 percent of her custom¬ 
ers on weight reduction club 
programs, Carol is kept busy 
keeping the display case and 


freezer stocked. But she finds 
time to supply Andonni’s Res¬ 
taurant with nachoes, pizza rolls, 
strawberry shortcakes, muffins 
and apple struedel for its diet 
menu. 

She has a happy hour everyday 
from 2 to 5 p.m., when sundaes— 
with hot fudge, hot carmel, 
strawberry or cherry toppings— 
are available for $1.25 plus tax. 
There’s also a breakfast special 
of coffee and toast for 99 cents. 

She is finding that her custom¬ 
ers are coming from far and 
near, most finding out about the 
shop by word of mouth. ’

However, during the 
evening hours, when it’s time 
for the dog to sleep, find an 
area of your choosing where 
you wish him to say. In doing 


The introduction of the puppy 
to its new living quarters can 
be a frightening experience. 
Suddenly, he is thrust into a 
situation completely foreign to 
him, similar to the first day at 
nursery school, when a child is 
away from his mother. 

This situation is similar to 
prehistoric dogs being intro¬ 
duced to a new pack of dogs. 
Our family environment simu¬ 
lates this pack atmosphere and 
because of this we have to 
analyze every action we make 
now in disciplining our dog in 
order to control the future 
reactions. 

A format has to be intro¬ 
duced and here is one of the 
most successful means of 
approach: Purchase the dog 
over a weekend when everyone 
will be home. When you get the 
puppy home, let him investi¬ 
gate his new environment and 
be very observant in his ac¬ 
tions of investigation, trying to 
eliminate housebreaking acci¬ 
dents. Signs to be aware of are 
circling, scratching at the car¬ 
pet after play and directly af¬ 
ter eating. In most cases, pup¬ 
pies are very clean animals, 
but we all make mistakes! 

Puppies have a tendency to 
sleep at short intervals and, if 
you wish to have peace of mind 
when you retire for the night, it 
would be to your advantage to 
wake him gently and keep him 
active during the day so that he 
doesn’t wake up crying the en- 


“place.” 

• Start your training as soon 
as your puppy is home. Intro¬ 
duce him to a leash and choke 
chain. 

• Always intrqduce children 
as well as your neighbors to 
your new pet in an easy man¬ 
ner. And don’t forget the 
mailman! 

• Always praise your dog for 
coming to you regardless of the 
misdeed. 

• Chewing and digging are 
not always related to teething. 
It can also be a means of rebel¬ 
lion or boredom. 

• Always praise your dog 
when you decide — not when 
the dog comes to you for affec¬ 
tion. 

• Never spank a dog on the 
rear end, for you could rupture 
his kidneys. 

• Avoid encouraging the dog 
to jump up on you. 

• Never run with the dog be¬ 
cause the instinct of every dog 
is to chase prey — a means of 
aggression. 

The dog will behave accord¬ 
ing to how lenient you are. 
Good manners should be in¬ 
sisted upon the minute you car¬ 
ry him in the house, not months 
or years from then, when it 
would be much more difficult 
and perhaps costly to correct. 
Visualize what you expect of 
your new puppy and treat him 
accordingly. Patience, love and 
discipline will go a long way!
